Benin In Stoae. 


A Duflseldorf engineer, knowing from 


experience that wooden dowels intended 
to secure screws, in atone are liable to 
weaken the walls and riot afford the de- 
sired solidity, has devised ah ingenious 
method of obtaining a firm anchorage. 
For this purpose, as explained in the 
Philadelphia Record, a wire of suitable 
thickness is coiled on to the screw so 
aa to follow the threads of the same and 
to form a kind of screw nut. The coiling 
may commence near the head or thick 
end of the bolt and proceed toward the 
point by laying the wire into or be- 
tween tho threads, so as to ton$h tho 
bottom, the section of each screw thread 
being preferably triangular or trapezoid- 
al and tho core of the screw conical. 
After arriving at the point of tho screw 
tho wire may be wound backward over 
the helix already wound on, but with a 
itoeper pitch, so as to leave wider in- 
terstices between consecutive convolu- 
tions of the wire. Ou tho latter having 
been laid on so as to form a uut and the 
screw withdrawn, tho nut or wire coil 
io introduced into a holo which has been 
made in tho wall for this purpose and 
slightly wider than tho diameter of the 
nut measured over tho outer layer of 
tho wire, and then the interstices tiro 
flllod up with plnstor of paris commit. 
When tho binding material has become 
sufficiently hard nud firm, the screw 
bolt is screwed into tho wire coil and 
may now bo screwed out and in repeat- 
edly without damaging tho wall, as the 
wire serves as a screw uub uud is se- 
cured to the stone or wall by the cement.
